The recenl ince liol in Tulsa, Ok., is a vivid reminder thai 


one of (he glaiing evils in Ihis country is far from having been 
overcome. The riot was a miniature war between whites and 
blacks, resulting in thc loss of a considerable number of lives 
on both sides aiid ihe destruction of a laigc amount of piopeity 
'by incendiary fires in the negro quaitci of,the city. , Slate 
troops had lo be called in and for many distressful hours the 


• city was in a stale of terror. 
In time order was lestored, and 


now conies Ihe regulation grand jury action and general in- 
vestigation lo determine thc cause of the trouble and fix the 
responsibility. 
A dispatch from Tulsa says that apparently 


the trouble was started by "an impudent negro, a hysterical 
girl and a yellow journal icporter," and the chances aic lhat 
there is more truth than poetry in Ihis veision of the case, 
"fif this deadly outbreak stood alone it would be inoic as- 
tounding, perhaps, but less significant. It is a sobering thought 
(hat such affairs have become so common as to command less 
attention than they should, except as matters of stirring news. 
'People read Ihe accounts eageily and are momentarily horti- 
fied by the details, but by thc general public the trouble is for- 
gotten almost as soon as ended, 
investigations follow, but 


seldom does one read of anybody being sent to jail for pai- 
ticipating in these exemplifications of barbarity. , 
-> And it is long since Ihis evil has been confined lo any one 
part of the country. 
II had ils origin in Ihc South and was 


.due largely lo race hatred and bitterness growing out of the 
Civil War and emancipation of the slaves, but instead of di- 
minishing with time il has spi cad to other parts of the counliy 
and is apparently on thc increase, regrettable as the fact is. So 
far as race wars and lynchings arc concerned, it will have to 
be admitted thai (here is "no North, no South, no llasl and 
no West." 


It is a very serious mailer, Thc-peoplc of (his country are 


living under laws which are supposed to guaianlee protec- 
tion of life and properly, and'yet a slighl (rouble between the 
while and colored laces is liable to lead lo a reign of lenor. H 
is Irue that in many instances Ihc crime that scivcd as l'iclltaB(!(l „ 
torch applied lo tinder was of a most heinous and revolting 
'character; nevertheless (here is something lacking when even 
such cases caunol be disposed of without plunging a commun- 
ity into the horrors of piomiscuous bloodshed and aison. 


••>« Such outbreaks must be regarded as a symptom lather than 
a disease. 
They show (hat underlying the smooth exterior ol 


our boasted civilization (here smoulders a dangerous spirit 
ready to leap forth upon provocation deemed by itself sul- 
ficienl'justification for thc temporary suspension of civil law 
and a reversion to savagery. 


1 How Ihis spiril is lo be 'ovcicomc and eliminated is the 
question. 
Education has been prescribed as the remedy, but 


il is to be feared that will not be enough, unless il shall be able 
in time lo leach all classes to icspccl Ihc laws under which 
they live. 
In (be meantime severe penalties should be visited 


upon all who willfully engage in such outlawry. 
It has been 


demonstrated that investigations which aic allowed lo fade 
away into forgetfulness arc not enough.
